And  a  quorum,  consisting  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number,  being  present, 
The  House  proceeded,  by  ballot,  to  the  choice  of  a  Speaker;  and,  upon  examining 
the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole  House  was  found  in  favor  of  Joseph 
B.  VaftsL-n,  Esq.  one  of  the  Representatives  for  the  State  of  Massachusetts  :  Where- 
upon, 

Mr.  Varnum  was  conducted  to  the  chair,  from  whence  he  made  his  acknowledge- 
ments to  the  House,  as  followeth  : 

"Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives  .• 

"  You  will  please  to  accept  my  most  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  honor,  which, 
by  your  suffrages  on  this  occasion,  you  have  conferred  upon  me.  I  am  sensible  »»f  my 
own  inability  to  perform  the  important  duties  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  assign 
me,  in  the  most  desirable  manner  ;  but,  relying  on  your  candor  and  readiness  to  afford 
me  your  aid,  1  accept  the  trust ;  and  be  assured,  Gentlemen,  that  it  will  be  my  assi- 
duous endeavor  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  faithfully  anil  impartially,  and  in  a 
manner  which,  in  my  opinion,  shall  be  the  best  calculated  to  meet  your  wishes,  and 
-lF<ml  me  the  consolation  of  an  approving  conscience." 

The  House  proceeded,  in  the  same  manner,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Clerk ;  and 
upon  examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole  House  was  found  in 
favor  of  Patrick  Magrudcr.  .

The  same  oath,  together  with  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  by  the  said  recited  act, 
were  also  administered  by  Mr.  Speaker  to  the  Clerk. 

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Otis,  their  Secretary  : 

Mr.  Speaker :  I  am  directed  to  inform  this  House  that  a  quorum  of  the  Senate  is  as- 
sembled, and  ready  to  proceed  to  business.  I  am  also  directed  to  inform  this  House 
that  the  Senate  have  appointed  a  committee  on  their  part,  jointly,  with  such  commit- 
tee a6  may  be  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  House,  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  inform  him  that  a  quorum  of  the  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and 
ready  to  receive  any  communications  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to  them.  And  then 
he  withdrew. 

On  motion, 

Ordered,  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  Senate,  to  inform  them  that  a  quorum  of 
this  House  is  assembled,  and  have  elected  Joseph  B.  Varnum,  Esq.  one  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives for  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  their  Speaker  ;  and  that  the  Clerk  of  this 
House  do  go  with  the  said  message. 
On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  Mr.  Bassett,  Mr.  Goldsborough,  and  Mr.  Masters,  be  appointed  a  com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  this  House,  jointly,  with  the  committee  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate,  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  inform  him  that  a  quo- 
rum of  the  two  Houses  is  assembled,  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  that  he 
may  be  pleased  to  make  to  them.

On  motion, 

RtMobxd,  That  the  rules  and  orders  established  by  the  late  House  of  Representa- 
tives, shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  to  be  observ- 
ed in  this  House  until  a  revision  or  alteration  of  the  same  shall  take  place. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock. 

TUESDAY,  OCTOBER  27,  1807. 

Several  other  members,  to  wit :  from  Virginia,  Abram  Trigg  and  Alexander  Wilson  -% 
from  South  Carolina,  Robert  Marion ;  and  from  Tennessee,  George  W.  Campbell ; 
appeared,  produced  their  credentials,  and  took  their  seats  in  the  House ;  the  oath 
to  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  being  first  administered  to  them  by 
Mr.  Speaker,  according  to  law. 

The  House  proceeded,  by  ballot,  to  the  appointment  of  a  Serjeant-at-Arms  to  this 
House  ;  and,  upon  examining  the  ballots,  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  whole  House 
was  found  in  favor  of  Thomas  Dunn. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Thomas  Dunn  do  give  his  attendance  accordingly. 

A  message  waa  received  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  by  Mr.  Coles,  his 
Secretary,  as  followelh  : 
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To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States . 

Circumstances,  fellow-citizens,  which  seriously  threatened  the  peace  of  our  country, 
have  made  it  a  duty  to  convene  you  at  an  earlier  period  than  usual.  The  love  of  peace, 
so  much  cherished  in  the  bosom  of  our  citizens,  which  has  so  long-  guided  the  proceedings 
of  their  public  councils,  and  induced  forbearance  under  so  many  wrongs,  may  not  en- 
sure our  continuance  in  the  quiet  pursuits  of  industry.  The  many  injuries  and  de- 
predations committed  on  our  commerce  and  navigation,  upon  the  high  seas,  for  years 
past;  the  successive  innovations  on  those  principles  of  public  law  which  have  been 
established  by  the  reason  and  usage  of  nations  as  the  rule  of  their  intercourse,  and  the 
umpire  and  security  of  their  rights  and  peace,  and  all  the  circumstances  which  induced 
the  extraordinary  mission  to  London,  are  already  known  to  you.  The  instructions 
green  to  our  Ministers  were  framed  in  the  sincerest  spirit  of  amity  and  modera- 
tion. They  accordingly  proceeded,  in  conformity  therewith,  to  propose  arrange, 
ments  which  might  embrace  and  settle  all  the  points  in  difference  between  us; 
which  trnght  bring  us  to  a  mutual  understanding  on  our  neutral  and  national  rights, 
and  provide  for  a  commercial  intercourse  on  conditions  of  some  equality.  After  long 
and  fruitless  endeavors  to  effect  the  purposes  of  their  mission,  and  to  obtain  arrange- 
ments within  the  limits  of  their  instructions,  they  concluded  to  sign  such  as  could  be 
obtained,  and  to  send  them  for  consideration,  candidly  declaring  to  the  other  negoti- 
ators, at  the  same  time,  that  they  were  acting  against  their  instructions,  and  that  their 
Government,  therefore,  could  not  be  pledged  for  ratification.  Some  of  the  articles 
proposed,  might  have  been  admitted  on  a  principle  of  compromise,  but  others  were  too 
highly  disadvantageous,  and  no  sufficient  provision  was  made  against  the  principal 
source  of  the  irritations  and  collisions  which  were  constantly  endangering  the  peace 
of  the  two  nations.  The  question,  therefore,  whether  a  treaty  should  be  accepted  in 
that  form,  could  have  admitted  but  of  one  decision,  even  had  no  declarations  of  the 
other  party  impaired  our  confidence  in  it.  Still  anxious  not  to  close  the  door 
against  friendly  adjustment,  new  modifications  were  framed,  and  further  conces- 
sions authorized,  than  could  before  have  been  supposed  necessary ;  and  our  Minis- 
ters were  instructed  to  resume  their  negotiations  on  these  grounds.  On  this  new  re- 
ference to  amicable  discussion  we  were  reposing  in  confidence,  when,  on  the  twenty- 
second  day  of  June  last,  by  a  formal  order  from  a  British  Admiral,  the  frigate  Chesa- 
peake, leading  her  port  for  a  distant  service,  was  attacked  by  one  of  those  vessels 
which  had  been  lying  in  our  harbors  under  the  indulgences  of  hospitality,  was  disa- 
bled from  proceeding,  had  several* of  her  crew  killed,  and  four  taken  away.  On  this 
outrage  no  commentaries  are  necessary.  Its  character  has  been  pronounced  by  the 
indignant  voice  of  our  citizens,  with  an  emphasis  and  unanimity  never  exceeded.  I 
immediately,  by  proclamation,  interdicted  our  harbors  and  waters  to  all  British  armed 
vessels,  forbade  intercourse  with  them,  and,  uncertain  how  far  hostilities  were  intend- 
ed, and  the  town  of  Norfolk,  indeed,  being  threatened  with  immediate  attack,  a  suf- 
ficient force  was  ordered  for  the  protection  of  that  place,  and  such  other  preparations 
commenced  and  pursued  as  the  prospect  rendered  proper.  An  armed  vessel  of  the 
United  States  was  despatched  with  instructions  to  our  Ministers  at  London  to  call 
on  that  Government  for  the  satisfaction  and  security  required  by  the  outrage.  A  very 
short  interval  ought  now  to  bring  the  answer,  which  shall  be  communicated  to  you  as 
soon  as  received.  Then,  also,  or  soon  after  as  the  public  interests  shall  be  found 
to  admit,  the  unratified  treaty,  and  proceedings  relative  to  it,  shall  be  made  known 
to  you. 

The  aggression,  thus  begun,  has  been  continued  on  the  part  of  the  British  command- 
ers, by  remaining  within  our  waters,  in  defiance  of  the  authority  of  the  country,  by  ha- 
bitual violations  of  its  jurisdiction,  and  at  length  by  putting  to  death  one  of  the  per- 
sons whom  they  had  forcibly  taken  from  on  board  the  Chesapeake.  These  aggrava- 
tions necessarily  lead  to  the  policy,  either  of  never  admitting  an  armed  vessel  into  our 
harbors,  or  of  maintaining,  in  every  harbor,  such  an  armed  force  as  may  constrain  obe- 
dience to  the  laws,  and  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  our  citizens  against  their 
armed  guests ;  but  the  expense  of  such  a  standing  force,  and  its  inconsistence  with 
oar  principles,  dispense  with  those  courtesies  which  would  necessarily  call  for  it,  and 
leave  us  equally  free  to  exclude  the  navy,  as  we  are  the  army,  of  a  foreign  Power, 
from  entering  our  limits. 

To  former  violations  of  maritime  rights,  another  is  now  added,  of  very  extensive  ef- 
fect :  the  Government  of  that  nation  has  issued  an  order  interdicting  all  trade  by  neu- 
trals between  ports  not  in  amity  with  them ;  and,  being  now  at  war  with  nearly  every 
nation  on  the  Atlantic  and  Mediterranean  seas,  our  vessels  are  required  to  sacrifice 
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their  cargoes  at  the  first  port  they  touch,  or  to  return  home  without  the  benefit  of  going 
to  any  other  market.  Under  this  new  law  of  the  ocean,  our  trade  on  the  Mediterra- 
nean has  been  swept  away  by  seizures  and  condemnations,  and  that  in  other  seas  is 
threatened  with  the  same  fate. 

Our  differences  with  Spain  remain  still  unsettled,  no  measure  having  been  taken  on 
her  part,  since  my  last  communications  to  Congress,  to  bring  them  to  a  close.  But 
under  a  state  of  things,  which  may  favor  reconsideration,  they  have  been  recently 
pressed,  and  an  expectation  is  entertained  that  they  may  now  soon  be  brought  to  an 
issue  of  some  sort.  With  their  subjects  on  our  borders,  no  new  collisions  have  taken 
place,  nor  seem  immediately  to  be  apprehended.  To  our  former  grounds  of  com- 
plaint, has  been  added  a  very  serious  one,  as  you  will  see  by  the  decree,  a  copy  of 
which  is  now  communicated.  Whether  this  decree,  which  professes  to  be  conforma- 
ble to  that  of  the  French  Government,  of  November  twenty-first,  one  thousand  ejght 
hundred  and  six,  heretofore  communicated  to  Congress,  w  ill  also  be  conformed  to 
that  in  its  construction  and  application  in  relation  to  the  United  State*,  had  not 
been  ascertained  at  the  date  of  our  last  communications.  These,  however,  gave  rea- 
son to  expect  such  a  conformity. 

With  the  other  nations  of  Europe  our  harmony  has  been  uninterrupted,  and  com- 
merce and  friendly  intercourse  have  been  maintained  on  their  usual  footing. 

Our  peace  with  the  several  States  on  the  coast  of  Barbury,  appears  as  firm  as  at  any 
former  period,  and  as  likely  to  continue  as  that  of  any  other  nation. 

Among  our  Indian  neighbors,  in  the  Northwestern  quarter,  some  fermentation  was 
observed,  soon  after  the  late  occurrences  threatening  the  continuance  of  our  peace. 
Messages  were  said  to  be  interchanged,  and  tokens  to  be  passing,  which  usually  denote 
a  state  of  restlessness  among  them,  and  the  character  of  the  agitators  pointed  to  the 
sources  of  excitement.  Measures  were  immediately  taken  for  providing  against  that 
danger  :  instructions  were  given  to  require  explanations,  and,  with  assurances  of  our 
continued  friendship,  to  admonish  the  tribes  to  remain  quiet  at  home,  taking  no  part 
in  quarrels  not  belonging  to  them.  As  far  as  we  are  yet  informed,  the  tribes  in  our 
vicinity,  who  are  most  advanced  in  the  pursuits  of  industry,  are  sincerely  disposed  to 
adhere  to  their  friendship  with  us,  and  to  their  peace  with  all  others ;  while  those  more 
remote  do  not  present  appearances  sufficiently  quiet  to  justify  the  intermission  of  mi- 
„  litarv  precaution  on  our  part 

The  great  tribes  on  our  Southwestern  quarter,  much  advanced  beyond  the  others  in 
agriculture  and  household  arts,  appear  tranquil  and  identifying  th»ur  views  with  ours, 
in  proportion  to  their  advancement".  With  the  whole  of  these  People,  in  every  quar- 
ter, I  shall  continue  to  inculcate  peace  ami  friendship  with  all  their  neighbors,  and 
perseverance  in  those  occupations  and  pursuits  which  will  best  promote  their  own  well- 
being. 

The  appropriations  of  the  last  session,  for  the  defence  of  our  sea-port  towns  and 
harbors,  were  made  under  expectation  tiiat  a  continuance  of  our  peace  would  permit 
ps  to  proceed  in  that  work  according  to  our  convenience.  It  has  been  thought  better 
to  apply  the  sums  then  given,  towards  :he  defence  of  New  York,  Charleston,  and  New 
Orleans,  chiefly,  as  most  open  and  most  likely  first  to  need  protection;  and  to  leave 
places  less  immediately  in  danger  to  the  provisions  of  the  present  session. 

The  gun- boats,  too,  already  provided,  have,  on  a  like  principle,  been  chiefly  assign- 
ed to  New  York,  New  Orleans,  and  the  Chesapeake.  Whether  our  moveable  force  on  the 
water,  so  material  in  aid  of  the  defensive  works  on  the  land,  should  be  augmented  in 
this  or  any  other  form,  is  left  to  the  wisdom  of  the  legislature.  Tor  th(-  purpose  of 
manning  these  vessels,  in  sudden  attacks  on  our  harbors,  it  is  a  matter  for  considera- 
tion, whether  the  seamen  of  the  United  States  may  not  justly  be  formed  into  a  special 
militia,  to  be  called  on  for  tours  of  duty,  in  defence  of  the  harbors  where  they  shall 
happen  to  be  ;  the  ordinary  militia  of  the  place  furnishing  that  portion  which  may  con- 
sist of  landsmen. 

The  moment  our  peace  was  threatened,  I  deemed  it  indispensable  to  secure  a  great- 
er provision  of  those  articles  of  military  stores,  with  which  our  magazines  were  not 
sufficiently  furnished.  To  have  awaited  a  previous  and  special  sanction  by  law,  would 
have  lost  occasions  which  might  not  be  retrieved.  I  did  not  hesitate,  therefore,  to  au- 
thorize engagements  for  such  supplements  to  our  existing  stock  as  would  render  it  ade- 
quate to  the  emergencies  threatening  us  ;  and  1  trust  that  the  legislature,  feehng  the 
same  anxiety  for  the  safety  of  our  country,  so  materially  advanced  by  this  precaution, 
will  approve,  when  done,  what  they  would  have  seen  so  important  to  be  done  if  then 
assembled.    Expenses,  also  unprovided  for,  arose  out  of  the  necessity  of  calling  all  our 
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gun-boats  into  actual  service  for  the  defence  of  our  harbors,  of  all  which  accounts  will 
be  hud  before  you. 

Whether  a  regular  army  is  to  be  raised,  and  to  what  extent,  roust  depend  on  the  in- 
formation so  shortly  expected.  In  the  mean  time,  I  have  called  on  the  States  for 
quotas  of  militia,  to  be  in  readiness  for  preaent  defence  i  and  have,  moreover,  en- 
couraged the  acceptance  of  volunteers ;  and  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  these 
have  offered  themselves  with  great  alacrity,  in  every  part  of  the  Union.  They  are 
ordered  to  be  organised,  and  ready  at  a  moment's  warning,  to  proceed  on  any  service 
to  which  they  may  be  called  ;  and  every  preparation  within  the  Executive  powers  has 
been  made  to  ensure  us  the  benefit  of  early  exertions. 

I  informed  Congress,  at  their  last  session,  of  the  enterprises  against  the  public  peace, 
which  were  believed  to  be  in  preparation  by  Aaron  Burr  and  his  associates,  of  the 
measures  taken  to  defeat  them,  and  to  bring  the  offenders  to  justice.  Their  enter- 
prises were  happily  defeated,  by  the  patriotic  exertions  of  the  militia,  wherever  called 
into  action,  by  the  fidelity  of  the  army,  and  energy  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  in 
promptly  arranging  the  difficulties  presenting  themselves  on  the  Sabine,  repairing  to 
meet  those  arising  on  the  Mississippi,  and  dissipating,  before  their  explosion,  plots  en- 
gendering there.  I  shall  think  it  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  the  proceedings,  and  the 
evidence  publicly  exhibited  on  the  arraignment  of  the  principal  offenders  before  the 
Circuit  Court  of*  Virginia.  You  will  be  enabled  to  judge  whether  the  defect  was  in 
the  testimony,  in  the  law,  or  in  the  administration  of  the  law  ;  and,  wherever  it  shall 
be  found,  the  Legislature  alone  can  apply  or  originate  the  remedy.  The  framers  of  our 
Constitution  certainly  supposed  they  had  guarded,  as  well  their  Government,  against 
destruction  by  treason,  as  their  citizens  against  oppression,  under  pretence  of  it ;  and, 
if  these  ends  are  not  attained,  it  is  of  importance  to  inquire  by  what  means,  more  effec- 
tual, they  may  be  secured. 

The  accounts  of  the  receipts  of  revenue,  during  the  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth 
day  of  September  last,  being  not  yet  made  up,  a  correct  statement  will  be  hereafter 
transmitted  from  the  Treasury.  In  the  mean  time,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  receipts 
have  amounted  to  near  sixteen  millions  of  dollars,  which,  with  the  five  millions  and  a 
half  in  the  Treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  have  enabled  us,  after  meeting  the 
current  demands,  and  interest  incurred,  to  pay  more  than  four  millions  of  the  principal 
of  our  funded  debt  These  payments,  with  those  of  the  preceding  five  and  a  half 
years,  have  extinguished  of  the  funded  debt  twenty-five  millions  and  a  half  of  dollars, 
being  the  whole  which  could  be  paid  or  purchased  within  the  limits  of  the  law,  and  of 
our  contracts,  and  have  left  us  in  the  Treasury  eight  millions  and  a  half  of  dollars.  A 
portion  of  this  sum  may  be  considered  as  a  commencement  of  accumulation  of  the  sur- 
p  hisses  of  revenue,  which,  after  paying  the  instalments  of  debt,  as  they  shall  become 
payable,  will  remain  without  any  specific  object.  It  may  partly,  indeed,  be  applied 
towards  completing  the  defence  of  the  exposed  points  of  our  country,  on  such  a  scale 
as  shall  be  adapted  to  our  principles  and  circumstances.  This  object  is,  doubtless, 
among  the  first  entitled  to  attention,  in  such  a  state  of  our  finances,  and  it  is  one 
which,  whether  we  have  peace  or  war,  will  provide  security  where  it  is  due.  Whe- 
ther what  shall  remain  of  this,  with  the  future  surplusses,  niay  be  usefully  applied  to 
Purposes  already  authorized,  or,  more  usefully,  to  others  requiring  new  authorities,  or 
how  otherwise  they  shall  bo  disposed  of,  are  questions  calling  for  the  notice  of  Con- 
gress ;  unless,  indeed,  they  shall  be  superseded  by  a  change  in  our  public  relations, 
now  awaiting  the  determination  of  others.  Whatever  be  that  determination,  it  is  a 
great  consolation  that  it  will  become  known  at  a  moment  when  the  Supreme  Council 
of  the  Nation  is  assembled  at  its  post,  and  ready  to  give  the  aids  of  its  wisdom  and 
authority  to  whatever  course  the  good  of  our  country  shall  then  call  us  to  pursue. 

Matters  of  minor  importance  will  be  the  subjects  of  future  communications  ;  and  no- 
thing shall  be  wanting  on  my  part  which  may  give  information  or  despatch  to  the  pro- 
ceeding of  the  Legislature  in  the  exercise  6f  their  high  duties,  and  at  a  moment  so  in. 
touting  to  the  public  welfare.

of  land  in  said  Territory,  by  virtue  of  any  law  of  Congress,  or  who  may  become  the 
purchaser,  from  the  United  States,  of  any  tract  of  land,  of  the  quantity  of  fifty  acres,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  for  a  Representative  to  the  General  Assembly  of  said  Territory."

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The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  said  resolutions  at  the  Clerk's  table  :  Where- 
upon, 

The  first  resolution  as  reported  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  being- 
twice  read,  was,  on  the  question  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House. 
Tbe  second  resolution  was  again  read,  and  debate  arising  thereon, 
An  adjournment  was  called  for  :  Whereupon, 

The  several  orders  of  the  day  were  farther  postponed  until  to-morrow. 
And  the  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  eleven  o'clock.

Mr.  Uaroelt,  from  the  Joint  Committee  for  Enrolled  Bills,  reported  that  the  commit- 
tee did,  this  day,  present  to  the  President  of  tbe  United  States,  for  his  approbation,  an 
enrolled  bill,  entitled  "  An  act  allowing  an  additional  compensation  to  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Mississippi,  Indiana,  Louisiana,  and  Michigan  Territories."

age, and  having  no  other  cargo  than  sea  stores,  salt,  and  the  usual  fishing  tackle  and  ap- 
parel, to  pre  a  general  bond  in  four  times  the  value  of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  that  they 
shall  not,  during  the  continuance  of  the  abovementioned  act,  proceed  to  any  foreien 
port  or  place,  and  shall  return  with  their  fishing  fire  to  some  port  or  place  within  the 
United  Slates.

Secretary,  notifying,  that  the  President  did,  on  the  nineteenth  instant,  approve  and  sign 
two  acts,  which  originated  in  this  House  :  one,  entitled  "  An  act  supplemental  to  an 
act,  entitled  «  An  act  regulating  the  grants  of  land,  and  providing  for  the  disposal  of 
the  lands  of  the  United  States  South  of  the  State  of  Tennessee  ;"  and  another,  enti- 
tled *•  An  act  to  revive  and  continue  in  force,  for  a  farther  time,  the  first  section  of  the 
act,  entitled  *  An  act  farther  to  protect  the  commerce  and  seamen  of  the  United  States 
against  the  Barbary  Powers." 

Ordered,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  House  do  acquaint  the  Senate  therewith. 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  Mr 
Coles,  liis  Secretary,  as  followeth  : 

- 

To  the  House  of  Jiepraicntaiires  of  the  United  States  : 

Some  days  previous  to  your  resolutions  of  the  thiiteenth  instant,  a  Court  of  Inquiry 
had  been  instituted  at  the  request  of  General  Wilkinson,  charged  to  make  the  inquiry 
into  his  conduct  which  the  first  resolution  desires,  and  had  commenced  their  proceed- 
ings. To  the  Judge  Advocate  of  that  court,  the  papers  and  information  on  that  sub- 
ject, transmitted  to  me  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  have  been  delivered,  to  be 
used  according  to  the  rules  and  powers  of  that  court 

The  request  of  a  communication  of  any  information  which  may  have  been  received  at 
any  time  since  the  establishment  of  the  present  Government,  touching  combinations 
with  foreign  agents  for  dismembering  the  Union,  or  the  corrupt  receipt  of  money  by 
any  officer  of  the  United  States  from  the  agents  of  Foreign  Governments,  can  be  com- 
plied with  but  in  a  pariiul  degree. 

It  is  well  understood  that,  in  the  first  or  second  year  of  the  Presidency  of  General 
Washington,  information  was  given  to  him  relating  to  certain  combinations  with  the 
agents  of  a  Foreign  Government  for  the  dismemberment  of  the  Union  ;  which  combi- 
nations had  taken  place  before  the  establishment  of  the  present  Federal  Government. 
This  information,  however,  is  believed  never  to  have  been  deposited  in  any  public  of. 
ftce,  or  left  in  that  of  the  President's  Secretary  ;  these  having  been  duly  examined  : 
but  to  have  been  considered  as  personally  confidential,  and  therefore  retained  among 
bis  private  papers.  A  communication  from  the  Governor  of  Virginia  to  President 
Washington,  is  found  in  the  office  of  the  President's  Secretary,  which,  although  not 
strictly  within  the  terms  of  the  request  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  is  communicat* 
ed,  inasmuch  as  it  may  throw  some  light  on  the  subjects  of  the  correspondence  of  that 
time,  between  certain  foreign  agents  and  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  first  or  second  year  of  the  Administration  of  President  Adams,  Andrew  Elli- 
cott,  then  employed  in  designating;  in  conjunction  with  the  Spanish  authorities,  the 
boundaries  between  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  and  Spain,  under  the  treaty 
with  that  nation,  communicated  to  the  Executive  of  the  United  States  papers  and  in- 
formation respecting  the  subjects  of  the  present  inquiry,  which  were  deposited  in  the 
Office  of  State*  Copies  of  these  arc  now  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
except  of  a  single  letter  and  a  reference  from  the  said  Andrew  Ellicott,  which,  being 
expressly  desired  to  be  kept  secret,  is  therefore  not  communicated  ;  but  its  contents 
can  be  obtained  from  himself  in  a  more  legal  form  ;  and  directions  have  been  given  to 
summon  him  to  appear  as  a  witness  before  the  Court  of  Inquiry. 

A  paper  **  on  the  commerce  of  Louisiana,"  bearing  date  the  eighteenth  of  April,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety -eight,  is  found  in  the  Office  of  State,  supposed  to 
have  been  communicated  by  Mr.  Daniel  Clark,  of  New  Orleans,  then  a  subject  of 
Spain,  and  now  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  stating  certain 
commercial  transactions  of  General  Wilkinson,  in  New  Orleans  ;  an  extract  from  this 
is  now  communicated,  because  it  contains  facts  which  may  have  some  bearing  on  the 
questions  relating  to  him. 

The  destruction  of  the  War  Office  by  fire,  in  the  close  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred, involved  all  information  it  contained  at  that  date. 

The  papers  already  described,  therefore,  constitute  the  whole  of  the  information  on 
these  subjects,  deposited  in  the  public  offices,  during  the  preceding  Administrations,  as 
far  as  has  yet  been  found  ;  but  it  cannot  be  affirmed  that  there  may  be  no  other,  be- 
cause the  papers  of  the  office  being  filed,  for  the  most  part,  alphabetically,  unless  aid- 
ed by  the  suggestion  of  any  particular  name  which  may  have  given  such' information, 
nothing  short  of  a  careful  examination  of  the  papers  in  the  offices  generally,  could  au- 
thorize such  an  affirmation. 

About  a  twelvemonth  after  I  came  to  the  administration  of  the  Government,  Mr 
Clark  gave  some  verbal  information  to  myself,  ss  well  as  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  re-

Two  messages,  in  writing,  were  also  received  Irom  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  Mr.  Coles,  his  Secretary,  as  follow  i 

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  State*  s 

The  Choctaws  being  indebted  to  their  merchants  beyond  what  could  be  discharged 
by  the  ordinary  proceeds  of  their  huntings,  and  pressed  for  payment,  proposed  to  tho 
United  States  to  cede  lands  to  the  amount  of  their  debts,  and  designated  them  in  two  dif- 
ferent portions  of  their  country.  These  designations  not  at  all  suiting  us,  were  de- 
clined. Still,  urged  by  their  creditors,  as  welllas  by  their  own  desire  to  be  liberated 
from  debt,  they  at  length  proposed  to  make  a  cession  which  should  be  to  our  conve- 
nience. By  a  treaty  signed  at  Pooshapukanuk,  on  the  sixteenth  of  November,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  five,  they  accordingly  ceded  all  their  lands  South  of  a 
line  to  be  run  from  their  and  our  boundary  at  the  Omochita,  Eastwardly  to  their  bound- 
ary with  the  Creeks  on  the  ridge  between  the  Tombigbee  and  Alabama,  as  is  more  par- 
ticularly described  in  the  treaty,  containing  about  five  millions  of  acres,  as  i*.  supposed, 
and  uniting  our  possessions  there  from  Adams  to  "Washington  countv. 
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The  location  contemplated  in  the  instructions  to  the  Commissioners  was  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi. That  in  the  treaty  being  entirely  different,  I  was,  at  that  time,  disinclined  to 
its  ratification,  and  tiave  suffered  it  to  lie  unacted  on.  But  progressive  difficulties  in 
our  foreign  relations  have  brought  into  view  considerations  other  than  those  which  then 
prevailed.  It  is  now  perhaps  as  interesting  to  obtain  footing  for  a  strong  settlement  of 
militia  along  our  Southern  frontier,  Eastward  of  the  Mississippi,  as  on  the  West  of  that 
river,  and  more  so  than  higher  up  the  river  itself.  The  consolidation  of  the  Mississippi 
Territory,  and  the  establishment  of  a  barrier  of  separation  between  the  Indians  and  our 
Southern  neighbors,  are  also  important  objects ;  and,  the  Choctaws  and  their  cred- 
itors being  still  anxious  that  the  sale  should  be  made,  I  submitted  the  treaty  to  the 
Senate,  who  have  advised  and  consented  to  its  ratification.  I  therefore  now  lay  it  be- 
fore both  Houses  of  Congress  for  the  exercise  of  their  Constitutional  powersgas  to  the 
means  of  fulfilling  it.

The  posts  of  Detroit  and  Mackinac  having  been  originally  intended  by  the  Govern- 
ments which  established  and  held  them,  as  mere  depots  for  commerce  with  the  Indians, 
very  small  cessions  of  land  around  them  were  obtained  or  asked  from  the  native  proprie- 
tors, and  these  posts  depended  for  protection  on  the  strength  of  their  garrisons.  The 
principles  of  our  Government  leading  us  to  the  employment  of  such  moderate  garrisons 
in  time  of  peace,  as  may  merely  take  care  of  the  post,  and  to  a  reliance  on  the  neigh- 
boring militia' for  its  support  in  the  first  moments  of  war,  I  have  thought  it  would  be 
important  to  obtain  from  the  Indians  such  a  cession  m  the  neighborhood  of  these  posts 
as  might  maintain  a  militia  proportioned  to  this  object :  and,  I  have  particularly  con- 
templated, with  this  view,  the  acquisition  of  the  Eastern  moiety  of  the  peninsula  be- 
tween the  Lakes  Michigan,  Huron,  and  Erie,  extending  it  to  the  Connecticut  Reserve, 
so  soon  as  it  could  be  effected  with  the  perfect  good  will  of  the  natives. 

By  a  treaty  concluded  at  Detroit,  on  the  seventeenth  of  November  last,  with  the  Ot- 
toways,  Chippcways,  Wyandota,  and  Pattawatimas,  so  much  of  this  country  has  been 
obtained  as  extends  from  about  Saguina  bay  Southwardly  to  the  Miami  of  the  Lakes, 
supposed  to  contain  upwards  of  five  millions  of  acres,  with  a  prospect  of  obtaining,  for 
the  present,  a  breadth  of  two  miles  for  a  communication  from  the  Miami  to  the  Connec- 
ticut Reserve. 

The  Senate  having  advised  and  consented  to  the  ratification  of  this  treaty,  I  now  lay 
it  before  both  Houses  of  Congress  for  the  exercise  of  their  Constitutional  powers  as  to 
the  means  of  fulfilling  it.

To  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  : 

In  my  message  of  January  twentieth,  1  stated  that  some  papers  forwarded  by  Mr. 
Daniel  Clark  of  New  Orleans,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  three,  tuul  not  then  been  found  in  the  office  of  State  ;  and  that  a  letter  had  been 
addressed  to  the  former  Chief  Clerk,  in  the  hope  that  he  might  advise  where  they 
should  be  sought  for.    By  indications  received  from  hhn  they  are  now  fc>und.  Among 
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them  arc  two  letters  from  the  Baron  de  Carondelet,  to  an  officer  serving  under  him  at 
a  separate  post ;  in  which  his  views  of  a  dismemberment  of  our  Union  are  expressed. 
Extracts  of  so  much  of  these  letters  as  are  within  the  scope  of  the  resolution  of  the 
House,  are  now  communicated.  With  these  were  found  the  letters  written  by  Mr. 
Clark,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three.  A  part  of 
one  only  of  these  relates  to  this  subject,  and  is  extracted  and  enclosed  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  House.  In  no  part  of  the  papers  communicated  by  Mr.  Clark,  which  are 
voluminous,  and  in  different  languages,  nor  in  his  letters,  have  we  found  any  intima- 
tion of  the  corrupt  receipt  of  money  by  any  officer  of  the  United  States,  from  any 
foreign  agent.  As  to  the  combinations  with  foreign  agents  for  dismembering  the 
Union,  these  papers  and  letters  offer  nothing  which  was  not  probably  known  to  my 
predecessors,  or  which  could  call  anew  for  inquiries,  which  they  had  not  thought  ne- 
cessary to  institute,  when  the  facts  were  recent,  and  could  be  better  proved.  They 
probably  believed  it  best  to  let  pass  into  oblivion  transactions,  which,  however  culpa- 
ble, had  commenced  before  this  Government  existed,  and  had  been  finally  extinguished 
by  the  treaty  of  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety -five.

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United  Stales,  by 
Mr.  Graham,  Chief  Clerk  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  followeth  : 

To  the  Senate  and  Howe  nf  RepresenUdires  of  the  United  States: 

The  States  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  and  Virginia,  having,  by  their  several  acts, 
consented  that  the  road  from  Cumberland  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  authorized  by  the  act 
of  Congress  of  the  twenty-ninth  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six,  should 
pass  through  those  States,  and  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  communicated  to  Con- 
gress with  my  message  of  the  thirty-first  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seven,  having  been  duly  considered,  I  have  approved  of  the  route  therein  proposed 
for  the  said  road,  as  far  as  Brownsville,  with  a  single  deviation  since  located,  which  car- 
ries it  through  Union-town. 

From  thence  the  course  to  the  Ohio,  and  the  point  within  the  legal  limits  at  which 
it  shall  strike  that  river,  is  still  to  be  decided.  In  forming  this  decision  I  shall  pay  ma- 
terial regard  to  the  interests  and  wishes  of  the  populous  parts  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
and  to  a  future  and  convenient  connection  with  the  road  which  is  to  lead  from  the  In- 
dian boundary  near  Cincinnati,  by  Vinccnnes  to  the  Mississippi,  at  St.  Louts,  under 
authority  of  the  act  of  the  twenty-first  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six. 
In  this  way  we  may  accomplish  a  continued  and  advantageous  line  of  communication 
from  the  seat  of  the  General  Government  to  St.  Louis,  passing  through  several  very  in- 
teresting points  of  the  Western  country. 

I  have  thought  it  advisable  also  to  secure  from  obliteration  the  trace  of  the  road  so 
far  as  it  has  been  approved,  which  has  been  executed  at  such  considerable  expense, 
by  opening  one  half  of  its  breadth  through  its  whole  length. 

Thi'  report  of  the  Commissioners  herewith  transmitted,  will  give  particular  informa- 
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tion  of  their  proceedings,  under  the  act  of  the  twenty -ninth  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  six,  since  the  date  of  my  message  of  the  thirty-first  January,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  seven,  and  will  enable  Congress  to'  adopt  such  further  mea- 
sures relative  thereto,  as  they  may  deem  proper  under  existing  circumstances.

the  charter  party  aforesaid ;  or  that  such  provision  may  be  made  for  the  settlement  of 
his  account,  as  shall  seem  just  and  proper.

Mr.  John  Montgomery  presented  a  petition  of  the  officers  of  the  Navy  of  the  United 
States,  praying  that  the  value  of  their  rations  may  be  increased  ;  that  they  may  be  al- 
lowed rations  while  on  half-pay  ;  that  provision  may  be  made  for  the  widows  and  or- 
phans  of  the  officers  of  the  Navy,  similar  to  the  provision  already  made  for  those  of 
the  officers  of  the  army  ;  that  Masters  Commandant  may  be  allowed  an  additional  num- 
ber of  rations,  and  that  the  pay  of  the  Midshipmen  nay  be  increased. 

Tlie  said  petition  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  referred  to  Mr.  John  Montgomery,  Mr. 
Quincv,  Mr.  Dana,  Mr.  Smilie,  and  Mr.  Gray  ;  to  examine  the  matter  thereof,  ami  re- 
port the  same,  with  their  opinion  thereupon,  to  the  House.

The  precise  extent  of  that  augmentation  cannot  as  yet  be 
satisfactorily  suggested  :  but,  that  no  time  may  be  lost,  and  especially  at  a  season  deemed 
favorable  to  the  object,  I  submit  to  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature,  whether  they  will 
authorize  a  commencement  of  this  precautionary  work,  by  a  present  provision  for  raising 
and  organizing  some  additional  force  ;  reserving  themselves  to  decide  its  ultimate  ex* 
tent  on  such  views  of  our  situation  as  I  may  be  enabled  to  present  at  a  future  day  of  the 
session. 

If  an  increase  of  force  be  now  approved,  I  submit  to  their  consideration  the  outlines 
of  a  plan  proposed  in  the  enclosed  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War. 

I  recommend  also  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  the  term  at  which  the  act  of  April 
eighteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six,  concerning  the  militia,  will  expire, 
and  the  effect  of  that  expiration.

Although  nothing  forbids  the  general  matter  of  these  letters  from  being  spoken  of 
without  reserve,  yet  as  the  publication  of  papers  of  this  description  would  restrain  in- 
juriously the  freedom  of  our  foreign  correspondence,  they  arc  communicated  so  far 
confidentially,  and  with  a  request  that,  after  being  read  to  the  satisfaction  of  both  Houses, 
they  may  be  returned.

No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  who  shall  hold 
any  office  under,  or  be  bound  by  any  contract  entered  into  with  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  any  department,  or  officer,  or  agent  thereof,  at  the  time  the  election 
shall  take  place.  Nor  shall  any  Senator  or  Representative  in  Congress,  if  he  shall  qual- 
ify as  such,  hold  any  civil  office  or  appointment  under  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  or  make  any  contract  with  any  department  or  officer  thereof,  during  the  time 
for  which  he  shall  be  elected. 

The  said  proposed  resolution  was  received,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  a  motion  made,  and  leave  given  by  the  House,  Mr.  Talhnadge,  from  the  com- 
inittee  appointed  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  January  last,  presented,  according  to  order,  a 
bill  authorizing  a  detachment  from  the  militia  of  the  United  States ;  which  was  receiv- 
ed, and  read  the  first  time.

fin  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  adjacent  to  it,  are  sundry  parcels  of  ground,  some 
of  them  with  buildings  and  other  improvements  on  them,  which  it  is  my  duty  to  pre- 
sent to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  .  The  title  to  these  grounds  appears  to  have 
been  retained  in  the  former  sovereigns  of  the  province  of  Louisiana,  as  public  fiducia- 
ries, and  for  the  purposes  of  the  province.  Some  of  them  were  used  for  the  residence 
of  the  Governor,  for  public  offices,  hospitals,  barracks,  magazines,  fortifications,  le- 
vees, &c.  others  for  the  town  house,  schools,  markets,  landings,  and  other  purposes  of 
the  city  of  New  Orleans  :  some  were  held  by  religious  corporations,  or  persons  ;  others 
seem  to  have  been  reserved  for  future  disposition.  To  these  must  be  added  a  parcel 
called  the  Batture,  which  requires  more  particular  description.  It  is  understood  to 
have  been  a  shoal  or  elevation  of  the  bottom  of  the  river,  adjacent  to  the  bank  of  the 
suburbs  of  St.  Mary,  produced  by  the  successive  depositions  of  mud  during  the  annual 
inundations  of  the  river,  and  covered  with  water  only  during  those  inundations.  At 
ail  other  seasons  it  has  been  used  by  the  city,  immcmorially  to  furnish  earth  for  raising 
their  streets  and  court  yards,  for  mortar,  and  other  necessary  purposes,  and  as  a  landing 
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or  quay  for  unlading  fire  wood,  lumber,  and  other  articles,  brought  by  water. 
This  having  been  lately  claimed  by  a  private  individual,  the  city  opposed  the 
claim  on  a  supposed  legal  title  in  itself :  but  it  has  been  adjudged  that  the  legal 
title  was  not  in  the  city.  It  is  however  alleged  that  that  title,  originally  in  the 
former  sovereigns,  was  never  parted  with  by  them,  but  was  retained  in  them  for 
the  uses  of  the  city  and  province,  and  consequently  has  now  passed  over  to 
the  United  States.  Until  this  question  can  be  decided  under  legislative  authority, 
measures  have  been  taken,  according  to  law,  to  prevent  any  change  in.the  state  of  things, 
and  to  keep  the  grounds  clear  of  intruders.  The  settlement  of  this  title,  the  appro- 
priation of  the  grounds  and  improvements  formerly  occupied  for  provincial  purposes 
to  the  same  or  sucii  other  objects  as  may  be  better  suited  to  present  circumstances  { 
the  confirmation  of  the  uses  in  other  parcels  to  such  bodies,  corporate  or  private,  as 
may  of  right,  or  on  other  reasonable  considerations,  expect  them,  are  matters  now  sub* 
jnitted  to  the  determination  of  the  Legislature. 

The  papers  and  plans  now  transmitted,  will  give  them  such  information  on  the  sub- 
ject as  1  possess,  and,  being  mostly  originals,  I  must  request  that  they  may  be  commu- 
nicated from  the  one  to  the  other  House  to  answer  the  purposes  of  both.

I  now  transmit  a  decree  of  the  Emperor  of  France,  of  December  seventeenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  seven,  and  a  similar  decree  of  the  third  of  January  last,  by 
his  Catholic  Majesty.  Although  the  decree  of  France  has  not  been  received  by  official 
communication,  yet  the  different  channels  of  promulgation  through  which  the  public 
are  possessed  of  it,  with  the  formal  testimony  furnished  by  the  Government  of  Spain, 
in  their  decree,  leave  us  without  a  doubt  that  such  a  one  has  been  issued.  These  de- 
crees and  orders,  taken  together,  want  little  of  amounting  to  a  declaration  that  every 
neutral  vessel  found  on  the  high  seas,  whatsoever  be  her  cargo,  and  whatsoever  foreign 
•port  be  that  of  her  departure  or  destination,  shall  be  deemed  lawful  prize  ;  and  they 
prove,  more  and  more,  the  expediency  of  retaining  our  vessels,  our  seamen,  and  pro- 
perty, within  our  own  harbors,  until  the  dangers  to  which  they  are  exposed  can  be  re- 
moved  or  lessened.  ^  JEFFERSON.

The  idea  suggested  by  him  of  removing  the  institution  to  this  place,  is  also  worthy  of 
attention.  Besides  the  advantage  of  placing  it  under  the  immediate  eye  of  the  Govern- 
ment, it  may  render  its  benefits  common  to  the  Naval  Department,  and  will  furnish  op- 
portunities of  selecting,  on  better  information,  the  characters  most  qualified  to  fulfil  the 
duties  which  the  public  service  may  call  for.

Mr.  David  R.  Williams,  from  the  Joint  Committee  for  Enrolled  Bills,  reported  that 
the  committee  did,  on  the  twenty  *6rst  instant,  pre  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  for  his  approbation,  two  enrolled  bills  ;  one,  entitled  '*  An  act  extending  the 
time  for  issuing  and  locating  military  land  warrants  and  another,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
amend  the  act,  entitled  *  An  act  establishing  Circuit  Courts,  and  abridging  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  District  Courts  of  the  districts  of  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Ohio." 

A  message,  in  writing,  from  the  President  of  the  United  States,  accompanied  with 
sundry  documents  was  received  by  Mr.  Coles,  his  Secretary,  who  delivered  in  the  same  ; 
anil  then  withdrew. 

The  said  message  was  read,  as  followeth  : 

7b  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  • 

At  the  opening  of  the  present  session,  I  informed  the  Legislature  that  the  measures 
which  had  been  taken  with  the  Government  of  Great  Britain  for  the  settlement  of  our 
neutral  and  national  rights,  and  of  the  conditions  of  commercial  intercourse  with  that 
nation,  had  resulted  in  articles  of  a  treaty  which  could  not  be  acceded  to  on  our  part . 
that  instructions  had  been  consequently  sent  to  our  Ministers  there  to  resume  the  nego- 
tiations, and  to  endeavor  to  obtain  certain  alterations  ;  ami  that  this  was  interrupted  by 
the  transaction  which  took  place  between  the  Frigates  Leopard  and  Chesapeake. 
The  call  on  that  Government  for  reparation  of  this  wrong,  produced,  as  Congress  has 
been  already  informed,  the  mission  of  a  special  Minister  to  this  country ;  ami  the  occa- 
sion is  now  arrived  when  the  public  interest  permits  and  requires  that  the  whole  of  these 
proceedings  should  be  made  known  to  you.  I  therefore  now  communicate  the  instruc- 
tions given  to  our  Minister  resident  at  London,  and  his  communications  with  that  Go- 
on the  subject  of  the  Chesapeake,  with  the  correspondence  which  .has  taken 
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place  here  between  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Mr.  Rene,  the  special  Minister  charged  with, 
the  adjustment  of  that  difference  ;  the  instructions  to  our  Ministers  for  the  formation  of  a 
treaty  ;  their  correspondence  with  the  British  Commissioners  and  with  their  own  Govern- 
ment on  that  subject ;  the  treaty  itself,  and  written  declaration  of  the  British  Commission- 
ers accompanying  it ;  and  the  instructions  given  by  us  for  resuming  the  negotiation,  with 
the  proceedings  and  correspondence  subsequent  thereto.  To  these  I  have  added  a  letter 
lately  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  from  one  of  our  late  Ministers,  which,  though 
not  strictly  written  in  an  official  character,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  communicate,  in  order 
that  his  views  of  the  proposed  treaty  and  of  its  several  articles,  may  be  fairly  presented 
and  understood.  Although  I  have  heretofore,  and  from  time  to  time,  made  such  com- 
munications to  Congress,  as  to  keep  them  possessed  of  a  general  and  just  view  of  the 
proceeding*  and  dispositions  of  the  Government  of  France  towards  this  country,  yet, 
in  our  present  critical  situation,  when  we  find  that  no  conduct  on  our  part,  however  im- 
partial and  friendly,  has  been  sufficient  to  ensure  from  either  belligerent  a  just  respect 
for  our  rights,  I  am  desirous  that  nothing  shall  be  omitted  on  my  part  which  may  add  to 
your  information  on  this  subject,  or  contribute  to  the  correctness  of  the  views  which 
should  be  formed.  The  papers,  which  for  these  reasons  I  now  lay  before  you,  embrace 
all  the  communications,  official  or  verbal,  from  the  French  Government,  respecting  the 
general  relations  between  the  two  countries,  which  have  been  transmitted  through  our 
Minister  there,  or  through  any  other  accredited  channel  since  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress, to  which  time  all  information  of  the  same  kind  had,  from  time  to  time,  been  given 
them.  Some  of  these  papers  have  already  been  submitted  to  Congress  ^  but  it  is  thought 
better  to  offer  them  agwn,  in  order  that  the  chain  of  communications,  of  which  they 
make  a  part,  may  be  presented  unbroken. 

When,  on  the  twenty-sixth  of  February,  I  communicated  to  both  Houses  the  letter  of 
General  Armstrong  to  M.  Champagny,  I  desired  it  might  not  be  published,  because  of 
the  tendency  of  that  practice  to  restrain  injuriously  the  freedom  of  our  foreign  corres- 
pondence. But,  perceiving  that  this  caution,  proceeding  purely  from  a  regard  to  the 
public  good,  has  furnished  occasion  for  disseminating  unfounded  suspicions  and  insinua- 
tions, 1  am  induced  to  believe  that  the  good  which  will  now  result  from  its  publication, 
by  confirming  the  confidence  and  union  of  our  fellow-citizens,  will  more  than  counter- 
vail the  ordinary  objection  to  such  publications.  It  is  my  wish,  therefore,  that  it  may 
be  now  published.

In  proceeding  to  carry  into  execution  the  act  for  fortifying  our  ports  and  harbors, 
iqt  is  found  that  the  sites  most  advantageous  for  their  defence,  and  sometimes  the  only 
sites  competent  to  that  defence,  are,  in  some  cases,  the  property  of  minors,  incapable 
of  giving  a  valid  consent  to  their  alienation  ;  in  others,  belong  to  persons  who  may  re- 
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fuse  altogether  to  alienate,  or  demand  a  compensation  far  beyond  the  liberal  justice 
allowable  in  such  cases.  From  these  causes  the  defence  of  our  seaboard,  so  necessary 
to  be  pressed  during  the  present  season,  will,  in  various  parts,  be  defeated,  unless  a 
remedy  can  be  applied.  With  a  view  to  this,  I  submit  the  case  to  the  consideration 
of  Congress,  who,  estimating  its  importance,  and  reviewing  the  powers  vested  in  them 
by  the  Constitution,  combined  with  the  amendment  providing  that  private  property 
shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation,  will  decide  on  the  course 
most  proper  to  be  pursued. 

I  am  aware  that  as  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  the  purchase  of 
the  site,  mny  not,  in  some  instances,  have  been  previously  obtained,  exclusive  legisla- 
tion cannot  be  exercised  therein  by  Congress  until  that  consent  is  given  ;  but,  in  the 
mean  time,  it  will  be  held  under  the  same  laws  which  protect  the  property  of  individu- 
als, and  other  property  of  the  United  States  in  the  same  State  ;  and  the  Legislatures, 
at  their  next  meetings,  will  have  opportunities  of  doing  what  will  be  so  evidently  call- 
ed for  by  the  particular  interest  of  their  own  State.

Bruin,  a  judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Mississippi  Territory,  and  report  whether, 
in  their  opinion,  he  hath  so  acted,  in  his  official  capacity,  as  to  require  the  interposition 
ot  the  constitutional  powers  of  this  House  5  and  that  the  said  committee  have  power  to 
send  for  persons,  papers,  and  records.

Morrow,  Mr.  Calhoun,  and  Mr.  John  Campbell  be  appointed  a  committee,  pursuant  to 
the  said  resolution. 

On  a  motion  made,  and  leave  given  by  the  House,  Mr.  George  Washington  Camp- 
bell, from  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  presented,  according  to  order,  a  bill 
making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  an  additional  military  force,  for  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  ?  which  was  received,  and  read  the  first  time.

The  bill  sent  from  the  Senate,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Joseph  Summer], 
Simon  Philipson,  William  Hamon,  Archibald  McCall,  and  Isaac  Clason,"  was  read  the 
first  time.

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or  impair  the  rights  of  any  individual,  or  individuals,  to  the  said  commons,  which  arc 
der'ved  from  any  grant  of  the  French  or  Spanish  Government.

The  communications  now  made,  shewing  the  great  and  increasing  dangers  witm 
which  our  vessels,  our  seamen,  and  merchandise,  are  threatened,  on  the  high  seas,  and 
elsewhere,  from  the  belligerent  Powers  of  Europe  ;  and  it  being  of  the  greatest  im- 
portance to  keep  in  safety  these  essential  resources,  1  deem  it  my  duty  to  recommend 
the  subject  to  the  consideration  of  Congress,  who  will  doubtless  perceive  all  the  advan- 
tage which  may  be  expected  from  an  inhibition  of  the  departure  of  our  vessels  from  the 
ports  of  the  United  States. 

Their  wisdom  will  also  see  the  necessity  of  making  every  preparation  for  whatever 
events  may  grow  out  of  the  present  crisis. 

I  ask  a  return  of  the  letters  of  Messrs.  Armstrong  and  Champagny,  which  it  would 
be  improper  to  make  public.

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, enclosing  a  letter  to  him  from  Joseph  Clay,  the  Representative  for  the  District 
composed  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  county  of  Delaware,  in  the  said 
State,  containing  his  resignation  of  a  seat  in  this  House  ;  also,  a  proclamation  of  the  said 
Governor,  and  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  Benjamin  Say,  to  serve  as  a  member  for  the 
said  District  and  State,  in  the  room  of  the  said  Joseph  Clay ;  which  were  read,  and,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  John  Montgomery,  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Elections. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Mississippi  Territory,  accompanied  with  a  memorial  of  the  said  House 
of  Representatives,  praying  a  revision  and  amendment  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of 
the  lands  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  payment  of  the  instalments  due, 
and  to  become  due,  tor  the  lands  purchased  by  settlers  in  the  said  Territory ;  also,  that 
the  provisions  of  a  bill  which  was  depending  before  this  House  at  the  last  session,  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Federal  Court  in  that  Territory,  may  not  be  enacted  into  a  law, 
for  the  reasons  therein  mentioned. 

The  said  letter  and  memorial  were  read,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Poind ezter,  ordered 
to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Public  Lands. 
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A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Rhea,  of  Tennessee,  and  seconded,  that  the  Rooae  do 
sgree  to  the  following  resolution  and  order,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  order  hereto  subjoined,  be  inserted  among  the  rules  and  orders  of 
this  House. 

Ordered,  That  a  standing  committee,  to  consist  of  one  member  from  each  State,  the 
Representatives  or  Representative  from  which  may  or  shall  attend,  and  to  be  styled 
••the  Committee  of  the  Post  Office  and  Post  Roads,"  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  all  such  matters  and  things  touching  the  Post  Office 
and  Post  Roads  of  the  United  States,  as  shall  he  presented  or  shall  or  may  come  in 
question,  and  be  referred  to  them  by  the  House,  and  to  report  thereon  ;  and  also  to  re- 
port such  alterations  and  amendments  to  the  laws  concerning  the  post  office  and  post 
roads  as  may  become  necessary. 

The  said  motion  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Montgomery,  and  seconded, 

Resolved,  That  this  House  will,  to-morrow,  at  twelve  o'clock,  proceed,  by  ballot,  to 
the  appointment  of  a  Chaplain  to  Congr* ss,  for  the  present  session,  on  the  part  oi  tins 
House. 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  Mr. 
Coles,  his  Secretary,  as  followeth  : 

2b  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representative*  of  the  United  States  .• 

It  would  have  been  a  source,  fellow-citizens,  of  much  gratification,  if  our  last  commu- 
nications from  Europe  had  enabled  me  to  inform  you  that  the  belligerent  nations,  whose 
disregard  of  neutral  rights  has  been  so  destructive  to  our  commerce,  had  become  awak- 
ened to  the  duty  and  true  policy  of  revoking  their  unrighteous  edicts.  That  no  means 
might  be  omitted  to  produce  this  sulutary  effect,  I  lost  no  time  in  availing  myself  of  the 
act  authorizing  a  suspension,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  the  several  embargo  laws.  Our 
Ministers  at  London  and  Paris  were  instructed  to  explain  to  the  respective  Govern* 
ments  there,  our  disposition  to  exercise  the  authority  in  such  manner  as  would  with- 
draw the  pretext  on  which  the  aggressions  were  originally  founded,  and  open  the  way 
for  a  renewal  of  that  commercial  intercourse  which  it  was  alleged,  on  all  sides,  had  been 
reluctantly  obstructed.  As  each  of  those  Governments  had  pledged  its  readiness  to 
concur  in  renouncing  a  measure  which  reached  its  adversary  through  the  incontcstible 
rights  of  neutrals  only,  and  as  the  measure  had  been  assumed  by  each  as  a  retaliation 
for  an  asserted  acquiescence  in  the  aggressions  of  the  other,  it  was  reasonably  expected 
that  the  occasion  would  have  been  seized  by  both  for  evincing  the  sincerity  of  their 

?rofessions,and  for  restoring  to  the  commerce  of  the  United  States  its  legitimate  freedom, 
'he  instructions  to  our  Ministers,  with  respect  to  the  different  belligerents,  were  neces- 
sarily modified  with  a  reference  to  their  d i Here nt  circumstances,  and  to  the  condition 
annexed  by  law  to  the  Executive  power  of  suspension,  requiring  a  degree  of  security  to 
our  commerce  which  would  not  result  from  a  repeal  of  the  decrees  of  Prance.  Instead 
of  a  pledge,  therefore,  for  a  suspension  of  the  embargo  as  to  her,  in  case  of  such  i  re- 
peal, it  was  presumed  that  a  sufficient  inducement  might  be  found  in  other  considera- 
tions, and  particularly  in  the  change  produced  by  a  compliance  with  our  just  demands 
by  one  belligerent,  and  a  refusal  by  the  other,  in  the  relations  between  this  other  and 
the  United  States.  To  Great  Britain,  whose  power  on  the  ocean  is  so  ascendant,  it 
was  deemed  not  inconsistent  with  that  condition,  to  state  explicitly,  that,  on  her  re- 
scinding her  orders  in  relation  to  the  United  States,  their  trade  would  be  opened  with 
her,  and  remain  shut  to  her  enemy,  in  case  of  his  failure  to  rescind  his  decrees  also. 
From  France,  no  answer  has  been  received,  nor  any  indication  that  the  requisite  change 
in  her  decrees  is  contemplated.  The  favorable  reception  of  the  proposition  to  Great 
Britain  was  the  less  to  be  doubted,  as  her  Orders  of  Council  had  not  only  been  re- 
ferred  for  their  vindication  to  an  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  no 
longer  to  be  pretended,  but  as  the  arrangement  proposed,  whilst  it  resisted  the  illegal 
decrees  of  France,  involved,  moreover,  substantially,  the  precise  advantages  professed- 
ly aimed  at  by  the  British  orders.    The  arrangement  has,  nevertheless,  been  rejected. 

This  candid  and  liberal  experiment  having  thus  failed,  and  no  other  event  having  oc- 
curred on  which  a  suspension  of  the  embargo  by  the  Executive  was  authorized,  it  ne- 
cessarily remains  in  the  extent  originally  given  to  it.  We  have  the  satisfaction,  how- 
ever, to  reflect,  that,  in  return  for  the  privations  imposed  by  the  measure,  and  which 
our  fellow-citizens  in  general  have  borne  with  patriotism,  it  has  had  the  important  effects 
of  saving  our  mariners  and  our  vast  mercantile  property,  as  well  as  of  affording  time 
for  prosecuting  the  defensive  and  provisional  measures  called  for  by  the  occasion.  It 
has  demonstrated  to  foreign  nations  the  moderation  and  firmness  which  govern  our 
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councils,  and  to  our  citizens  the  necessity  of  uniting  in  support  of  the  laws  and  the 
rights  of  their  country,  and  has  thus  long  frustrated  those  usurpations  and  spoliations 
which,  if  resisted,  involved  war  ;  if  submitted  to,  sacrificed  a  vital  principle  of  our  na- 
tional independence. 

Under  a  continuance  of  the  belligerent  measures,  which,  in  defiance  of  laws  which 
consecrate  the  rights  of  neutrals,  overspread  the  ocean  with  danger,  it  will  rest  with 
the  wisdom  of  Congress  to  decide  on  the  course  best  adapted  to  such  a  state  of  things  i 
and  bringing  with  them,  as  they  do,  from  every  part  of  the  Union,  the  sentiments  of 
our  constituents,  my  confidence  is  strengthened  that,  in  forming  this  decision,  they  will, 
with  an  unerring  regard  to  the  essential  rights  and  interests  of  the  nation,  weigh  and 
compare  the  painful  alternatives  out  of  which  a  choice  is  to  be  made.  Nor  should  I  do 
justice  to  the  virtues,  which,  on  other  occasions,  have  marked  the  character  of  our 
fellow-citizens,  if  I  did  not  cherish  an  equal  confidence  that  the  alternative  chosen, 
whatever  it  may  be,  will  be  maintained  with  all  the  fortitude  and  patriotism  which  the 
crisis  ought  to  inspire. 

The  documents,  containing  the  correspondences  on  the  subject  of  the  foreign  edict* 
against  our  commerce,  with  the  instructions  given  to  our  Ministers  at  London  and  Pa- 
ris, are  now  laid  before  you. 

1'he  communications  made  to  Congress  at  their  last  session,  explained  the  posture 
in  which  the  close  of  the  discussions  relative  to  the  attack  by  a  British  ship  of  war  on 
the  frigate  Chesapeake,  left  a  subject  on  which  the  nation  had  manifested  so  hooorable 
a  sensibility.  Every  view  of  what  had  passed  authorized  a  belief  that  immediate  steps 
would  be  taken  by  the  British  Government  for  redressing  a  wrong,  which,  the  more  it 
was  investigated,  appeared  the  more  clearly  to  reqiure  what  had  not  been  provided  for 
in  the  special  mission.  It  is  found  that  no  steps  have  been  taken  for  the  purpose.  On 
the  contrary,  it  will  be  seen  in  the  documents  laid  before  you,  that  the  inadmissible 
preliminary,  which  obstructed  the  adjustment,  is  still  adhered  to  ?  and,  moreover,  that 
it  is  now  brought  into  connection  with  the  distinct  and  irrelative  case  of  the  orders  in 
council.  The  instructions  which  had  been  given  to  our  Minister  at  London,  with  a 
view  to  facilitate,  if  necessary,  the  reparation  claimed  by  the  United  States,  arc  includ- 
ed in  the  documents  communicated. 

Our  relations  with  the  other  Powers  of  Europe  have  undergone  no  material  changes 
since  your  last  session.  The  important  negotiations  with  Spain,  which  had  been  al- 
ternately suspended  and  resumed,  necessarily  experience  a  pause,  under  the  extraordi- 
nary and  interesting  crisis  which  distinguishes  her  internal  situation. 

With  the  Barbary  Powers  we  continue  in  harmony,  with  the  exception  of  an  unjusti- 
fiable proceeding  of  the  Dcy  of  Algiers  towards  our  Consul  to  that  Itegeney.  Its  char- 
acter and  circumstances  are  now  laid  before  you,  and  will  enable  you  to  decide  how  far 
it  may  either  now  or  hereafter  call  for  any  measures  not  within  the  limits  of  the  Execu- 
tive authority. 

With  our  Indian  neighbors  the  public  peace  has  been  steadily  maintained.  Some  in- 
stances of  individual  wrong  have,  as  at  other  times,  taken  place,  but  in  no  wise  impli- 
cating the  will  of  the  nation.  Beyond  the  Mississippi,  the  loways,  the  Sacs,  and  the 
Alabamas,  have  delivered  up  for  trial  and  punishment  individuals  from  among  thenv 
selves  accused  of  murdering  citizens  of  the  United  States.  On  this  aide  of  the  Missis- 
sippi, the  Creeks  are  exerting  themselves  to  arrest  offenders  of  the  same  kind ;  and  the 
Choctaws  have  manifested  their  readiness  and  desire  for  amicable  and  just  arrangement «? 
respecting  depredations  committed  by  disorderly  persons  of  their  tribe.  And  general- 
ly, from  a  conviction  that  we  consider  them  as  a  part  of  ourselves,  and  cherish  with  sin- 
cerity their  rights  and  interests,  the  attachment  of  the  Indian  tribes  is  gaining  strength 
daily —is  extending  from  the  nearer  to  the  more  remote,  and  will  amply  requite  us  for 
the  justice  and  friendship  practised  towards  them.  Husbandry  and  household  manufac- 
ture are  advancing  among  them,  more  rapidly  with  the  Southern  than  Northern  tribes, 
from  circumstances  of  soil  and  climate  ;  and  one  of  the  two  great  divisions  of  the  Cher- 
okee nation  have  now  under  consideration  to  solicit  the  citizenship  of  the  United  States, 
and  to  be  identified  with  us  in  laws  and  Government,  in  such  progressive  manner  as  we 
shall  think  best. 

In  consequence  of  the  appropriations  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  for  the  securi- 
ty of  our  sea  port  towns  and  harbors,  such  works  of  defence  have  been  erected  as  seem- 
ed to  be  called  for  by  the  situation  of  the  several  places,  their  relative  importance,  and 
the  scale  of  expense  indicated  by  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  These  works  « ill 
chiefly  be  finished  in  the  course  of  the  present  season,  except  at  New  York  and  New 
Orleans,  where  most  was  to  be  done  :  and  although  a  great  proportion  of  the  last  ap- 
propriation has  been  expended  on  the  former  place,  yet  tome  further  views  will  be  sub- 
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mitted  to  Congress  for  rendering  Its  security  entirely  adequate  against  naval  enterprise. 
A  view  of  what  has  been  done  st  the  several  places,  and  of  what  is  proposed  to  be 
done,  shall  be  communicated  as  soon  as  the  several  reports  arc  received. 

Of  the  pi ti -boats  authorized  by  the  act  of  December  last,  it  has  been  thought  neces- 
sary to  build  only  one  hundred  and  three  in  the  present  year.  These,  with  those  be- 
fore possessed,  are  sufficient  for  the  harbors  and  waters  most  exposed,  and  the  residue 
wfll  require  little  time  for  their  construction  when  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

Under  the  act  of  the  last  session  lor  raising  an  additional  military  force,  so  many  offi- 
cers were  immediately  appointed  as  were  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  business  of  re* 
cruiting,  and,  in  proportion  as  it  advanced,  others  have  been  added.  We  have  reason  to 
believe  tlieir  success  has  been  satisfactory,  although  such  returns  have  not  yet  been  re- 
ceived as  enable  me  to  present  you  a  statement  of  the  numbers  engaged. 

I  have  not  thought  it  necessary',  in  the  course  of  the  last  season,  to  call  for  any  gen- 
eral detachments  of  militia  or  of  volunteers,  under  the  laws  passed  for  that  purpose. 
For  the  ensuing  season,  however,  they  will  be  required  to  be  in  readiness,  should  their 
service  be  wanted.  Some  small  and  special  detachments  have  been  necessary  to  main- 
tain the  laws  of  embargo  on  that  portion  of  our  Northern  frontier  which  offered  pecu- 
liar facilities  for  evasion,  but  these  were  replaced  as  soon  as  it  could  be  done  by  bodies 
of  new  recruits.  By  the  aid  of  these,  and  of  the  armed  vessels  called  into  service  in 
other  quarters,  the  spirit  of  disobedience  and  abuse,  which  manifested  itself  early,  and 
with  sensible  effect  while  we  were  unprepared  to  meet  it,  has  been  considerably  re- 
pressed. 

Considering  the  extraordinary  character  of  the  times  in  which  we  live,  our  attention 
should  unremittingly  be  fixed  on  the  safety  of  our  country.  For  a  People  who  are  free, 
and  who  mean  to  remain  so,  a  well  organized  and  armed  militia  is  their  best  security. 
It  is  therefore  incumbent  on  us,  at  every  meeting,  to  revise  the  condition  of  the  militia, 
and  to  ask  ourselves  if  it  is  prepared  to  repel  a  powerful  enemy  at  every  point  of  our 
Territories  exposed  to  invasion  >  Some  of  the  States  have  paid  a  laudable  attention  to 
this  object ;  but  every  degree  of  neglect  is  to  be  found  among  others.  Congress  alone 
having  the  power  to  produce  an  uniform  state  of  preparation  in  this  great  organ  of  de- 
fence, the  interests  which  they  so  deeply  feel  in  tneir  own  and  their  country's  security, 
will  present  this  as  among  the  most  important  objects  of  their  deliberation. 

Under  the  acts  of  March  eleventh  and  April  twenty-third,  respecting  arms,  the 
difficulty  of  procuring  them  from  abroad,  during  the  present  situation  and  dispositions 
of  Europe,  induced  us  to  direct  our  whole  efforts  to  the  means  of  internal  supply.  The 
public  factories  have  therefore  been  enlarged,  additional  machineries  erected,  and  in 
proportion  as  artificers  can  be  found  or  formed,  their  effect,  already  more  than  doubled, 
may  be  increased  so  as  to  keep  pace  with  the  yearly  increase  of  the  militia.  The 
annual  sums  appropriated  by  the  latter  act  have  been  directed  to  the  encouragement 
of  private  factories  of  arms,  and  contracts  have  been  entered  into  with  individual 
undertakers  to  nearly  the  amount  of  the  first  year's  appropriation. 

The  suspension  of  our  foreign  commerce,  produced  by  the  injustice  of  the  belligerent 
Powers,  and  the  consequent  Tosses  and  sacrifices  of  our  citizens,  are  subjects  of  just 
c  oncern.  The  situation  into  which  we  have  thus  been  forced,  has  impelled  us  to  apply 
a  portion  of  our  industry  and  capital  to  internal  manufactures  and  improvements. 
The  extent  of  this  conversion  is  daily  increasing,  and  little  doubt  remains  that  the 
establishments  formed  and  forming,  will,  under  the  auspices  of  cheaper  materials  and 
subsistence,  the  freedom  of  labor  from  taxation  with  us,  and  of  protecting  duties  and 
prohibitions,  become  permanent.  The  commerce  with  the  Indians,  too,  within  our 
own  boundaries,  is  likely  to  receive  abundant  aliment  from  the  same  internal  source, 
and  will  secure  to  them  peace  and  the  progress  of  civilization,  undisturbed  by  practices 
hostile  to  both. 

The  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  during  the  year  ending  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  September  Uiht,  being  not  yet  made  up,  a  correct  statement  will 
hereafter  be  transmitted  from  the  Treasury.  In  the  mean  time,  it  is  ascertained  that 
the  receipts  have  amounted  to  near  eighteen  millions  of  dollars,  which,  with  the  eight 
millions  and  a  half  in  the  Treasury  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  have  enabled  us,  after 
meeting  the  current  demands,  and  interest  incurred,  to  pay  two  millions  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  of  the  principal  of  our  funded  debt,  and  h  ft  us  in  the  Treasury 
on  that  day  near  fourteen  millions  of  dollars.  Of  these,  five  millions  three  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars  will  be  necessary  to  pay  what  will  be  due  on  the  first  day  of 
January  next,  which  will  complete  the  reimbursmenl  of  the  eight  per  cent,  stock. 
These  payments,  with  those  made  in  the  six  years  and  a  half  preceding,  will  have 
extinguished  thirty- three  millions  five  hundred  and  eighty  thousand  dollars  of  the 
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principal  of  the  funded  debt,  being  the  whole  which  could  be  paid  or  purchased 
within  the  limits  of  the  law  and  of  our  contracts ;  and  the  amount  of  principal  thus 
discharged  will  have  liberated  the  revenue  from  about  two  millions  of  dollars  of 
interest,  and  added  that  sum  annually  to  the  disposable  surplus.  The  probable 
-  accumulation  of  the  surplus  es  of  revenue  beyond  what  can  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  the  public  debt,  whenever  the  freedom  and  safety  of  our  commerce 
shall  be  restored,  merits  the  consideration  of  Congress.  Shall  it  lie  unproductive 
in  the  public  vaults  ?  shall  the  revenue  be  reduced  ?  or  shall  it  not  rather  be 
appropriated  to  the  improvements  of  roads,  canals,  rivers,  education,  and  other 
great  foundations  of  prosperity  and  union  under  the  powers  which  Congress  may 
already  possess,  or  such  amendment  of  the  Constitution  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  8tates  ?  While  uncertain  of  the  course  of  things,  the  time  may  be  advan- 
tageously employed  in  obtaining  the  powers  necessary  for  a  system  of  improvement, 
should  that  be  thought  best. 

Availing  myself  of  this,  the  last  occasion  which  will  occur  of  addressing  the 
two  Houses  of  Legislature  at  their  meeting,  I  cannot  omit  the  expression  of  my 
sincere  gratitude  for  the  repeated  proofs  of  confidence  manifested  to  me  by  themselves 
and  their  predecessors  since  my  call  to  the  Administration,  and  the  many  indulgences 
experienced  at  their  hands.  The  same  grateful  acknowledgments  are  due  to  my 
fellow-citizens,  generally,  whose  support  has  been  my  great  encouragement  under 
all  embarrassments.  In  the  transaction  of  their  business,  I  cannot  have  escaped  error. 
It  is  incident  to  our  imperfect  nature.  But  1  may  say  with  truth  my  errors  nave  been 
of  the  understanding,  not  of  intention,  and  that  the  advancement  of  their  rights  and 
interests  has  been  the  constant  motive  for  every  measure.  On  these  considerations 
1  solicit  their  indulgence.  l/ooking  forward  with  anxiety  to  their  future  destinies,  I 
trust  that  in  their  steady  character,  unshaken  by  difficulties,  in  their  love  of  liberty, 
obedience  to  law,  and  support  of  the  public  authorities,  I  see  a  sure  guaranty  of  the 
permanence  of  our  Republic  ;  and  retiring  from  the  charge  of  their  affairs,  I  carry  w»th 
me  the  consolation  of  a  firm  persuasion  that  Heaven  has  in  store  for  our  beloved  coun- 
try long  ages  to  come  of  prosperity  and  happiness.

The  House  resumed  the  reading  of  the  message  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  accompanying  documents,  communicated  to  his  House  on  the  eighth 
instant,  and  went  through  the  same.

Ordered,  That  five  thousand  copies  of  the  said  message  and  documents  be  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  members  of  both  Houses. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Willis  Alston,  and  seconded,  that  the  resolution  of  this  House  of 
the  eighth  instant,  for  the  appointment  of  a  Chaplain  to  Congress  on  this  day,  be  re- 
scinded ;  and,  that  this  House  will,  to-morrow,  at  twelve  o'clock,  proceed,  by  ballot, 
to  the  appointment  of  the  said  Chaplain  on  the  part  of  this  House  : 
And  the  question  being  taken  thereupon, 
It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative.

gress, as  may  effectually  resist  the  unjust  assumption  of  power  claimed  and  exercised 
by  a  foreign  nation  ;  and  pledging  themselves  to  support  with  their  lives  and  fortunes 
whatever  steps  may  be  taken,  or  acts  paused,  by  the  General  Government,  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  Union.

Like  other  errat.c  tribes  in  that  country,  it  is  understood  that 
they  have  hitherto  moved  from  place  to  place,  according  to  their  convenience,  without 
appropriating  to  themselves  exclusively  any  particular  territory.  But  having  now  be- 
come habituated  to  some  of  the  occupations  of  civilized  life,  they  wish  for  a  fixed  resi- 
dence. I  suppose  it  will  be  the  interest  of  the  United  States  to  encourage  the  wan- 
dering tribes  of  that  country  to  reduce  themselves  to  fixed  habitations,  whenever  they 
are  so  disposed.  The  establishment  of  towns,  and  growing  attachments  to  them,  will 
furnish,  in  some  degree,  pledges  of  their  peaceable  and  friendly  conduct.  The  case  of 
this  particular  tribe  is  now  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  Congress.

A  message  from  the  Senate,  by  Mr.  Otis,  their  Secretary  : 

Mr.  Speaker .-  The  Senate  have  passed  the  bill,  entitled  "  An  act  authorizing-  the 
proprietors  of  squares  and  lots  in  the  city  of  Washington  to  have  the  same  subdivided, 
and  admitted  to  record,"  without  amendment.  The  Senate  have  passed  a  bill,  en- 
titled '« An  act  making  a  further  appropriation  towards  completing  the  two  wings  of 
the  Capitol  at  the  city  of  Washington,  and  for  other  purposes;"  also,  a  bill,  entitled 
*'  An  act  to  authorize  the  Marine  Insurance  Company  of  Alexandria  to  slter  their  style 
and  firm,  and  to  insure  against  loss  by  fire  ;"  to  which  bills,  respectively,  the  Senate  de- 
sire the  concurrence  of  this  House.    And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
accompanied  with  a  statement  of  the  sums  annually  received  at  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States  since  the  commencement  of  proceedings  under  the  Constitution  ;  and, 
also,  a  statement  exhibiting  the  annual  amount  of  the  respective  branches  of  the  Cus- 
toms, and  the  charges  thereon  ;  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  this  House,  of  the  twen- 
tieth ultimo ;  which  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  John  G.  Jackson,  from  the  Joint  Committee  for  Enrolled  Bills,  reported  that  the 
committee  did,  on  the  sixth  instant,  present  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  two 
enrolled  bills  :  one,  entitled  "  An  act  authorizing  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  employ  an  additional  number  of  revenue  cutters  ;"  and  another,  entitled  *'  An  act 
authorizing  the  payment  of  certain  pensions  by  the  Secretary  of  War  at  the  Seat  of 
Government." 

A  message,  in  writing,  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United  States,  by  Mr. 
Coles,  his  Secretary,  as  followeth  : 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. - 

I  now  lay  before  Congress  a  statement  of  the  works  of  defence  which  it  has  been 
thought  necessary  to  provide  in  the  first  instance,  for  the  security  of  our  sea-ports  towns 
and  harbors,  and  of  the  progress  towards  their  completion  ;  their  extent  has  been  adapt- 
ed to  the  scale  of  the  appropriation,  and  to  the  circumstances  of  tlie  several  places. 

The  works  undertaken  at  New  York,  are  calculated  to  annoy  and  endanger  any  naval 
force  which  shall  enter  the  harbor,  and,  still  more,  one  which  should  attempt  to  lie  be- 
fore the  city.  To  prevent  altogether  the  entrance  of  large  vessels,  a  line  of  blocks 
across  the  harbor  has  been  contemplated,  and  would,  as  is  believed,  with  the  auxiliary 
means  already  provided,  render  that  city  safe  against  naval  enterprise.  The  expense, 
an  well  as  the  importance  of  the  work,  render  it  a  subject  proper  for  the  special  con- 
sideration of  Congress. 

At  New  Orleans,  two  separate  systems  of  defence  are  necessary;  the  one  for  the  riv- 
«t,  the  other  for  the  lake,  which,  at  present,  can  give  no  aid  to  one  another.  The  ca- 
nal now  leading  from  the  lake,  if  continued  into  the  river,  would  enable  the  armed  ves- 
sels in  both  stations  to  unite,  and  to  meet  in  conjunction  an  attack  from  vither  side  ;  half 
the  aggregate  force  would  then  have  tlie  same  effect  as  th«  whole  ;  or  the  same  force 
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double  the  effect  of  what  either  can  hare,  ft  would  also  enable  the  vessels  stationed 
in  the  lake,  when  attacked  by  superior  force,  to  retire  to  a  safer  position  in  the  river. 
The  same  considerations  of  expense  and  importance  render  this  also  a  question  for  the 
special  decision  of  Congress.

After  the  word  "assembled,*'  insert  as  follows:  '  That  there  be 
fitted  out,  officered,  manned,  and  employed,  as  soon  as  may  be,  all  the  frigates  and 
other  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,  and  gun-boats ;  that  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  cause  the  frigates  and  armed  vessels,  so 
soon  as  they  can  be  prepared  for  actual  service,  respectively,  to  be  stationed  at  such  ports 
and  places  on  the  sea  coast,  as  be  may  deem  most  expedient ;  or  to  cruize  on  any  part 
of  the  coast  of  the  United  States,  or  territories  thereof." 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  John  Montgomery  to  amend  the  same,  by  striking  out 
from  the  word  "that,"  next  following  the  word  "assembled,"  in  the  first  line  of  the

French  or  British  colors,  or  acting,  or  pretending  to  act,  by  or  under  authority  from  the 
French  or  British  Government :

On  a  motion  made,  and  leave  given  by  the  House,  Mr.  Newton,  from  the  Committee 
of  Commerce  and  Manufactures,  presented,  according  to  order,  a  bill  to  prohibit,  in  cer- 
tain cases,  the  entry  of  foreign  vess.-ls  into  the  ports  and  harbors  of  the  United  States ; 
which  was  received,  and  read  the  first  time. 
On  motion, 

The  said  bill  was  read  the  second  time,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  to  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House  on  Wednesday  next. 

The  Speaker  laid  before  the  House  a  letter  from  the  Postmaster  General  of  the  United 
States,  accompanying  his  reports  respecting  unproductive  routes  and  public  contracts ;

Resolved,  Tliat  the  President  of  the  United  States,  on  being  satisfactorily  informed 
of  such  capture  and  condemnation,  as  aforesaid,  be  requested,  forthwith,  to  recall  from 
such  bt- liferent  State,  by  or  under  whose  authority  such  capture  or  condemnation  shall 
be  made,  such  resideut  Minister  or  Ministers  of  the  United  States  as  may  reside  at  the 
Government  thereof. 

The  said  proposed  resolutions  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

Mr.  John  G.  Jackson  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Brooke  county,  in  the 
State  of  Virginia,  whose  names  are  thereunto  subscribed,  praying  that  the  road  com- 
menced and  laid  out  from  the  river  Potomac  to  the  Ohio  nvt  r,  may  pass  through  the 
town  of  Washington,  and  thence  to  Charlestown,  on  the  river  Ohio,  for  the  reasons 
therein  specified.

the  Territories  of  his  Britannic  Majesty  bordering  on  the  United  States,  and  to  hold 
the  same ;  and  to  instruct  the  commanders  of  the  public  armed  vessels  which  are  or 
shall  be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  to  subdue,  seize,  and  take,  any 
armed  or  unarmed  British  vessel  on  the  high  seas,  or  elsewhere  $  and  such  captured 
vessel,  with  her  apparel,  guns,  and  appurtenances,  and  the  goods  or  effects  which 
shall  be  found  on  board  the  same,  being  British  property,  shall  be  brought  within  some 
port  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  be  duly  proceeded  against,  and  condemned  as  far- 
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feited,  and  shall  accrue  and  be  distributed  as  by  law  is  or  shall  be  provided  respecting 
the  captures  which  shall  be  made  by  the  pub  tic  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

"  Sec  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be. 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required,  after  demand  and  refusal,  to  grant  to  the 
owners  of  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,  who  shall  make  application 
therefor,  special  commissions  in  the  form  which  he  shall  direct,  and  under  the  seal  of 
the  United  States ;  and  such  private  armed  vessels,  when  duly  commissioned,  as  afore- 
said, shall  have  the  same  license  and  authority  for  the  subduing,  seizing,  and  capturing; 
any  armed  or  unarmed  British  vessel,  and  for  the  recapture  of  the  vessels,  goods,  and 
effects,  of  the  People  of  the  United  States,  as  the  public  armed  vessels  of  the  United 
States  may  by  law  hsve  ;  and  sliall  be,  in  like  manner,  subject  to  such  instructions  as 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  for  the  regulation  of  their  con- 
duct. And  the  commissions  which  shall  be  granted,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  revoked  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

*«  Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  after  demand  made  and  refusal  on  the  part 
of  the  Emperor  of  France  to  withdraw  his  decrees  and  orders,  infringing  the  lawful 
commerce  of  the  United  States,  the  Pre*  dent  of  the  United  States  shall  be  authorized 
and  required  to  instruct  the  commanders  of  the  public  armed  vessels  which  are  or  shall 
be  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  to  subdue,  seize,  and  take,  any  armed 
or  unarmed  French  vessel,  on  the  high  seas  or  elsewhere  ;  and  such  captured  vessel,

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complaints  of  our  Minister  in  France  bare  been  treated  with  contemptuous  silence,  or 
answered  only  with  new  outrages  on  the  part  of  the  Emperor  and  Government  of  Uiat 
country.

from  any  of  the  causes  aforesaid,  whether  such  officer,  non-commissioned  officer, 
soldier,  marine,  or  seaman,  served  as  a  volunteer  in  any  proper  service  against  the  com- 
mon enemy,  or  belonged  to  a  detachment  of  militia,  or  the  regular  forces  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  particular  State,  he  shall,  upon  establishing  the  fact  of  his  having  re- 
ceived such  disability  in  the  service  aforesaid,  either  by  the  testimony  on  oath  of  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  regiment,  corps,  company,  ship,  vessel,  or  craft,  in  which 
such  claimant  served,  or  by  the  oath  of  two  creditable  witnesses,  or  other  satisfactory 
testimony,  be  placed  on  the  pension  list  of  the  United  States  :  Provided,  That  the  same 
proceedings,  rules,  and  regulations,  shall  be  had  and  observed  in  respect  to  applications 
under  this  law,  as  arc  prescribed  by  the  act,  entitled  '  An  act  to  provide  fur  persons 
who  were  disabled  by  known  wound*  received  in  the  Revolutionary  war,*  pxs*ed  the 
tenth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  six,"  being  twice  read,  was,  on  the 
question  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House. 
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The  second  amendment  reported  from  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House,  to  strike 
out  the  fourth  section  of  the  bill,  in  the  words  following,  to  wit :

rants drawn  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  ;  and  the  offi- 
cers, agents,  or  oth*»r  persons,  who  may  be  receivers  of  public  moneys,  shall  render  dis- 
tinct accounts  of  the  application  of  such  moneys,  according  to  the  appropriation  or  ap- 

Eropriations  under  which  the  same  shall  have  been  drawn  ;  nor  shall  any  credit  be  ai- 
med to  either  of  them  except  for  expenses  authorized  by  law,  and  for  the  amount  ap- 
propriated for  the  same  ;  Provided,  nevcrtkriete,  That,  during  the  recess  of  Congress, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  on  the  appLca- 
t  on  of  the  Secretary  of  the  proper  Department,  and  not  otherwise,  direct,  if  in  hb 
pin  on  necessary  for  the  public  service,  that  a  portion  of  the  moneys  appropriated  for 
s  particular  branch  of  expenditure  in  that  Department,  be  applied  to  another  branch  of 
expenditure  in  the  same  Department ;  in  which  case,  a  special  account  of  the  moneys 
thus  transferred,  and  of  their  application*  shall  be  laid  before  Congress  during  the  first 
week  of  their  next  ensuing  session. 

"Sec.  2.  And  be  it  Jurtfter  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury,  in  every  case  where  in  his  opinion  farther  delays  would  be  injurious  to  the 
United  States,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  and 
the  Accountants  of  the  War  and  Navy  Departments,  at  any  time,  forthwith  to  audit 
and  settle  any  particular  account  which  the  said  officers  may  be  respectively  authorized 
to  audit  and  settle,  and  to  report  such  settlement  for  his  revision  and  final  decision. 
'And  the  said  Comptroller  shall  also  lay  an  annual  statement  before  Congress,  of  the 
accounts  in  either  of  the  Treasury,  War,  or  Navy  Departments,  which  may  have  re- 
mained more  than  three  years  unsettled,  or  on  which  balances  appear  to  have  been  due 
wore  than  three  years,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  causes  which  have  prevented 
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the  settlement  of  the  accounts,  or  the  recovery  of  the  balances,  due  to  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  exclusively  of  the  Purveyor  of  Public 
Supplies,  Paymasters  of  the  Army,  Pursers  of  the  Navy,  Military  Agents,  and  other 
officers  already  authorized  by  law,  no  other  permanent  agents  shalj  be  appointed  either 
for  the  purpose  of  making  contracts,  or  fbr  the  purchase  of  supplies  in  any  other  man- 
ner, qr  for  the  disbursement  of  moneys  fbr  the  use  of  the  military  establishment,  or  of 
the  navy  of  the  United  States,  but  such  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  :  Provided,  That  the  Presi* 
dent  may,  and  ,he  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  all  or 
any  of  such  agents,  which  appointments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Senate  at  the  next 


such  agents  :  Provided,  however,  Tliat  their  number  shall  not  exceed  eight  in  the  whole  : 
And,  provided,  also,  That  the  compensation  allowed  to  either  shall  not  exceed  one  per 
centum  on  the  public  moneys  disbursed  by  him,  nor  in  any  instance  the  compensaton 
allowed  by  law  to  the  Purveyor  of  Public  Supplies. 

That  every  such  agent  as  may  be  appointed 
by  virtue  of  the  next  preceding  section,  and  every  Purser  of  the  Navv,  shall  give  bond,

balance  in  their  hands. 

**  Ssc.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  aD  purchases  and  contracts  for  supplies  or 
services  which  are  or  may,  according  to  law,  be  made  by,  or  under  the  direction  of 
either  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  shall  be  made  either  by  open  purchase,  or  by' previously  advertising  for  proposals
